COMPLAIN O f DELAY. 


Residents of Northern Minnesota Sending 


Letters to Interior Department Re 


garidnff Morris Rill. 
Complaints are being received at 
the interior departm ent from Cass 
Lake, W alker and other reservation 
towns in N orthern Minnesota, at the 
long delay in carrying out the pro­ 
visions of the Morris bill for opening * 
up the big agricultural tract of land ! 
ceded by the Chipj>ewa Indians to 
the government. 
Although the departm ent took im- I 
mediate steps to put the provisions j 
of 
this bill 
into effect, there is 
“nothing doing’’ now. and m atters! 
are at a standstill. 
The delay, however, is only tem ­ 
porary. and is explained at the land 
office with several reasons. 
In the first place Assistant Land 
Commissioner W. A. Richards was 
placed in full charge of the Chippewa 
m atter, Secretary Hitchcock wanted 
a man well equipped for the business 
and Richards has been very success­ 
ful in handling the Oklahoxva open­ 
ing, and other large transactions 
with the! homesteaders, 
Richards 
moved promptly and conferred with 
Prof. Gilbert Pinchot, chief of the 
forestry department, and the latter 
went up to Minnesota and took three 
men with him for the purpose of 
classifying the forest lands to lie 
reserved. 
A bout the fam e time State Sen­ 
ator William O ’Neil, of Ashland, 
Wis., was appointed as superinten­ 
dent of the classifying and estim at­ 
ing force to be named under the 
Morris bill. 


Hut it was discovered that under 
the provision of the Wisconsin con­ 
stitution a member of the state legis­ 
lature could not hold a federal office, 
and Mr. O ’Neil did not care to resign 
his petition in the senate, and was, 
therefore, impelled to decline the 
position 
of 
superintendent, 
after 
having made some plans to take 
charge of the work. 
About this time Mr. Richards was 
called away from W ashington for 
thirty days, and the appointm ent of 
a new superintendent awaits his re ­ 
turn, which w ill be Monday or Tues­ 
day of next week. 
There was no opposition developed 
to Mr. O ’Neil, for the reservation 
people are very anxious to have 
something done this season. 
The m atter of appointing a new 
superintendent will be taken up next 
week. Minnesota is 
presenting a 
good man for the place in the person 
of Rd L. Worren, of Cass Luke, an 
all-around, experienced logger and 
lumberman. 
He is indorsed by the 
senators and several congressmen, 
including Judge Page Morris, author 
of the Chippewa bill. 
Mr. 
W ar­ 
ren, it is stated in his indorsements, 
is a man in every way qualified for 
the post; he knows the country and 
the people, and enjoys the the confi­ 
dence of the Indians and the set­ 
tlers. 
He was in Washington a p art of 
last winter in behalf of the reserva­ 
tion bill. 
The forest selections are delayed 
owing to the absence of Prof. Pin- 
ehot, who is now on a trip of inspec­ 
tion to the Philippines, in the inter­ 
ests of the departm ent of agricul­ 
ture.
